Jobn R Tanner's Funeral Hax Only One
President at 8pringfield,

EXCURSIONS BRING 3,000 STATE PEOPLE

Scores of Prominent Pollticians Are
Among Thoese Whoe P'ay Last
Tribute to IMiaois’ Former
Governor,

EPRINGFIELD, 1L, May 26 -—In the
beauty of u perfect May day, and with all
the pomp and clrcumstance ot a milltary
funeral, and the rites of the church, the
remains of former Governor Tanne: were |
consigned to the grave today In Uak Ridge |
cemetery, The casket was covered with a |
fiag and with beautiful floral offerings
When the easket had been lowered into Lhe
grave the musketry of the Fifth infantry,
[llinots National guard, rolled three times
over the open grave, and the trumpelers
sounded “'taps."”

The funeral was the largest in point of
attendance ever known in Springfield, with |
the exceptlon of the burial of President |

Linceoln In April, 1885, Every rullroad |
brought excursions and there were 3,000 |
strangere in the clty, Scores of prominent

politiclans were present from all over the
| state. On every public bullding of the
| elty fMags were at half-mast. and at suurise
A major gencrnl’'s salute of thirtesn guns
was fired from a cannon near the state
house. This was followed at intervaly of
half an hour throughout the day by one
discharge, and at sunset a salute of thir-
teen guns was again fAred,

The body was taken from the res'dence of
Turney Engllsh, father of Mis. Tanner.
where 1t had remalned since removed from
the Leland hotel, at 580 this morning,
under an escort of six sergeants of the
Fifth Infantry, engloeera and slgnal corps
under command of Liesutenant John Raf-
ferty, company M, Fifth Infantry, Canton,
to the staie house, where it lay in siate
until the time to be taken to the church,

The rotunda of the silate house was a
mass of floral designg, flags and black and
white drapings. The publlc was admitted
nt $:30 a&. m. and from then until 1:30 p.
m., when the doors were closed to the
publle, there was a steady stream of people
passing through the state house, the num-
ber belng estimated at 30,000,

From Church to Cemetery.

The procession which was to egcort the
body to the church and cemetery formed at
the Leland hotel and at 1 o'clock marched
down Capltol avenue to the state house,
where the hearse and carriages contalning
the funeral party, active and honorary pall-
Learers and distinguished guests fell into
line and the march was taken up past the
executive mansion, the portico of which
was draped In Nags and black and white,
to 8t. Paul's pro-cathedral.

Arriving at the pro-cathedral, which was
filled with those who had been given
tickets of sndmisston, the (troops pre-
sented arms and the colors were drooped,
while the Fifth regiment band played a
dirge, which, added to the booming of can-
non and the tolling of belle, was imprea-
glve. Bishop Seymour presided and after
the reading of the opening sentences and
the leason by Archbishop Frederick W.
Taylor, rector of 8. Paul's and bhishop-
condjutor-elect of Quincy diocese, he re-
cited the creed, made the closing prayers
and pronounced the benedictlon,

A vested chdlr rendered appropriate
hymns. At the cloge of the service the
band played a dirge and the march to the
cemetery wag commenced. The procession
was headed by Goverper Yates and hils
military staff. in full ymiform, followed by
the Fifth infantry, llinois National guard,
Colonel James 8 Culver commanding;
hearse, carrlages with mourners and active
and honorary pallbearers, Grand Army of
the Republlie, Sona of Veterans, Knighta
of the Maccabees, 1,200 miners, led by
state officers; Springfleld Federation of La-
bor and lastly the Odd Fellows, 500 strong.

At the cemetery Hon. Isanc N. Phillips
of Bloomlngton, reporter of the supreme
court and a close personal friend of Gov-
ernor Tanner, dellvered an eunlogy of Gov-
ernor ‘Tanner as politician, political
leader and friend. Archbishop Taylor then
read the committal service of the Epls-
copAl church and Rishop SBeymour pro-
gounced the benediction. The Fifth in-
fantry fired a =alute of three volleys of
musketry and the trumpeters blew “‘taps.”
gsoncluding the ceremonies.

Among the distinguished men present
were former Governor John M. Hamlilton
of Chlcngo, Congressman Prince of Gales-
burg and former Congressman Lorimer of
Chicage, Sherman of East 8t. Louls and
Rinaker of Carlinville.
